She was a 
dau. of George & Mary Siwens, whe came with his brethers, sisters and aged 
father, Nichelas Simens, bern 1676, and his uncle Michael Simens, berm 1679, 
and his fawily frew Retterdaa te Philadelphis en Aug.27,1739, all traveling 
first class passengers, and each amd every merber of th e fawily had his er her 
persenal servant; had purchased twe theusand acres before ceming te Americas 
but after seeing America, the wilderness, many members ef these families 
returned te England. (Antheny Rehrbaugh was my gr. gr. gsrandfather.--Gertrude 
Swith) She lived at Clarkshurg, W.Va. 


There were feur children of the Jehn Rehrbaugh family and fonr children ef the 
Cernrad Idleman fasily that married. Perhaps, because the country was sparsely 
settled, and these families came te knew each ether, hecause there was ne one 
else te beceme interested in, er no one else thatneither farily weuld have cared 
te mate with a family of a lewer class. Then tee, heth farilies were German, 
and all histery and statistics will tell us that the Germans were very clannish, 
amd tried tevpreserve the German culture ina America.
